Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1 , 1 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by Kadous 



(U.S. Pat. 6,996,195). 



Regarding claim 1, Kaduos discloses a method for performing channel estimation 
in an orthogonal frequency-division multiplexing system as shown in Figure 2, the 
method including the steps of: receiving transmitted pilot symbols from a plurality of 
transmit antennas (col. 5, lines 13-28); forming a least-squares estimation matrix from 
the transmitted pilot symbols (a LS estimator 56, col. 5, lines 13-58, col. 10, lines 11- 
12); forming a sparse smoothing matrix approximating a fixed weighting matrix, 
wherein each row vector in the sparse smoothing matrix contains one or more of the 
strongest weights in each row of the fixed weighting matrix (col. 10, lines 13-20); and 
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deriving a channel estimation matrix from the sparse smoothing matrix and the least- 
squares estimation matrix (col. 10, lines 21-22). 

Claim 16 us similar to claim 1. Therefore, claim 16 is rejected under a similar 
rationale. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kadous ((U.S. Pat. 6,996,195) in view of Walton etal (US 2005/0111599). 

Regarding claims 2-4, Kadous fails to disclose wherein repeated pilot symbols 
preceded and/or followed by a cyclic prefix are transmitted on interleaved sub-carriers 
from the plurality of transmit antennas, wherein independent pilot symbols, each 
preceded and/or followed by a cyclic prefix, are transmitted on interleaved 
sub-carriers from the plurality of transmit antennas, and wherein a pilot symbol 
preceded and/or followed by a cyclic prefix is transmitted on interleaved sub-carriers 
from the plurality of transmit antennas. 

Walton discloses wherein repeated pilot symbols preceded and/or followed by a 
cyclic prefix are transmitted on interleaved sub-carriers from the plurality of transmit 
antennas, wherein independent pilot symbols, each preceded and/or followed by a 
cyclic prefix, are transmitted on interleaved sub-carriers from the plurality of transmit

antennas, and wherein a pilot symbol preceded and/or followed by a cyclic prefix is 
transmitted on interleaved sub-carriers from the plurality of transmit antennas (see 
Figures 5A-5B, paragraph [0163). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to locate the repeated or independent 
pilot symbol(s) preceded and/or followed by a cyclic prefix, are transmitted on 
interleaving sub-carrier from the plurality of transmit antennas into the teachings of 
Kadous. The motivation would reduce inter-symbol interference. 

Regarding claim 12, Kadous discloses a step of making coefficients of the fixed 
weighting matrix real by performing a cyclic shift to locate the channel impulse 
response symmetrically around zero (see Abstract, col. 2, lines 38-51, col. 5, lines 13- 
28). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2, 6-11, 13-15, 17-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Sandell et al (US 2004/01 31011) disclose a transmission signals. 
Coulson (US 2004/0081205) discloses a maximum likehood synchronization for 
a communications system using a pilot symbol.
